At this moment there is before the Arkansas 


legislature a proposal to float for the construction 
program of the state's tax-supported colleges a 52- 
million-dollar bond issue financed by a one-cent-a- 


, Bottle levy on soft-drinks. 


The proposal is a disgrace to the college presi- 


dents who dreamed it up. From their comfortable 
campus offices they have struck cynically and cruelly 
at the unorganized poor, instead of having the guts 
to try for a fair, overall tax program. 


The proposal is an insult to the legislature and 


the people. Is a bottle of soda-pop any more a luxury 
than bread and meat? Here is a state that by and 
large believes in prohibition — in effect making hard 
Jiquor tax-exempt — and now it is asked to tax soda- 
pop that is drunk everywhere. How silly can you be? 
Do you want to run off the rest of Arkansas' people? 


And here is the deadliest danger of all: 
Once those 52 millions in bonds are issued they 


will have to be repaid in full with interest. If the 
soda-pop tax fails to cover bond requirements then 
the burden of "make-good" will fall back upon the 
state treasury. In that event the funds now available 
to the public schools would certainly be damaged.

Spokesmen for the soft-drink business point out 


that only 2 of the 50 states have a tax such as is now 
proposed for Arkansas. Three other states — 
Ken- 


tucky, Ohio and Pennsylvania — tried it, and jc- 
pealed it. The college presidents point with pride 
to the example of West Virginia, where the soft- 
drink tax has been in effect since 1951. 
But here is 


the bottlers' rebuttal: 
^ 
During the time the tax has been in effect the 


number of bottling plants in West Virginia has de- 
creased from 123 to 70 — a net loss of 63 plants, 
all of them being little ones. Before the advent of the 
tax West Virginia had per capita sales of soft-drinks 
24 bottles above the national average — but under the 
tax, per capita sales have dropped to 43 below the 
national average. 


And here is the clincher: Only last month — 


December 7, 1960 — the Interim, Tax Study Cpnv, 
mission recommended that West Virginia repeal its 
J>.oft-drink tax of "discriminatory and inequitable" 
— a judgment arrived at after nine years' exper- 
ience 


The foregoing describes 'about as poor a piece of 


collaterial for a bond issue as anything ever offered 
in the history of an American state. And if you 
"buy" 
the proposition you 'had better be' prepared to 


pay some heavy general tax in the immediate future 
— or see your public schools go down hill.

The 
history of the other tax-supported schools springs 
mainly fiom politics or the community's desire to 
have a local college. In one case the "college" was 
founded merely as a rural 'high school. Pretty soon 
«£- uparaded itself to a two-year "college" — and

picked up the tab — with increasing financial dis- 
tress. 


When we had too many rural public schools the

Chinese trade offensive in South- 
east Asia, Peiping quietly has of- 
fered to sell 30.000 tons of Cuban 
sugar to Burma at an undisclosed 
price.

said Red China also has 


shipped more than 100,000 tons of 
rice to Cuba. 15.0CO tons of rice 
to Guinea in North Africa and the 
equivalent of more than $20 mil- 
lion in foodstuffs, mainly rice, to 
Ceylon.
